LEMENCEAU, in his Chicago speech 
last night, continued in his policy of 


seeking to frighten America by holding 
up the danger of another world war.' The 
former French premier dwelt on the dan- 
ger to the world of an alliance between 
Russia, Turkey and Germany and then 
said: 


"I.do not say it's going to be tomor- 


row,

But when France makes an alliance 


with the barbarian-we presume that it 
is 0. K.! When France joins hands with 
Turkey, as it did recently, to consolidate 
its sphere" of influence in Syria and the 
near east, was France acting "in the in- 
terests of peace?" Has France such a 
spotless record in the matter .of alliances 
with barbarians that it has a right to 
jeopardize the peace of the world by in- 
citing and aiding Turkey as against 
Greece simply for the purpose of im- 
perialistic advantages?
